Tins situation became apparent on 


Saturday evening, when miners icp- 
rc>"nting about one-half the tonnage 
of the distiict voted against the scale, 
and about one-twentieth of their num- 
ber for it 
Roughly the district pro- 


duces 40,000,000 tons annually 
Of 


this amount 20,000,000 had been voted 
Saturday night, and practically every 
vote cas>t was against the adoption of 
the scale. 


Secretary Gilbert, ,»f District No 2 


told the Progress this morning that 
it was too early to speculate on the 
outcome of the referendum. "The 
men have all this week to get their 
votes in," ho sai3, "and those who are 
not anxious to expicss opposition to 
the scale are not so eager to cast 
their ballots. 
The men who voted 


last week may be counted upon as 
being those actively opposed to the 
scale, while those who will vote this 
week will be those who are more in- 
clined to favoi the action of the scale 
committee." 


Mr. Gilbert said that the district 


office had received returns from 60 of 
the 175 local unions, but was not in 
position to say what the returns thus, 
far received indicated. 


Up to th»» time some of the laig 


est local unions in the district have 
voted ftgamst the scale, and it will 
take practically all of the smallci 
unions to change tho result now in- 
dicated. 


A majority vitc is all that is re- 


quired to adopt or reject the new 
scale, and it is believed that the next 
day or two will develop 
sufficicnl

;hat the new agreement which wil 
cover a period of four years "means 
the biggest triumphs m point of con- 
cessions ever obtained by the miners." 
The operators for the first time have 
granted to the miners the right to or- 
ganize for bettering conditions in the 
oal fields. 
The increase in wages 
virtually 


imounts to 15 ^ per cent, for day 
vorkers, according to the miners, who 
pointed out that the granting of the 
demand for an eight hour'instead of 
nine-hour work day added 12H per 
cent, to the 3 per cent, increase for 
day workers and the 7 per cant, in- 
crease for contract miners emboftiod 
m the proposed new contract 


The concessions made by the aab< 


committee of the miners regarding 
the recognition of the union were the 
closed shop and the "check off." The 
operators stood firm on the issue they 
had raised that to create a closed 
shop and constitute themselves the 
collecting agents for the union would 
be un-American and detrimental to 
their mteroats 


Other concessions granted were the 


readjustment of classifications of en- 
gineers and a 7 per cent, increase in 
heir wagea; the providing of a ma- 
chine mining scale governing the ba- 
sic payment to all classes of labor 
employed in that work, with the ad- 
ded clause that m contract for ma- 
ihme mining can be made for less 
than day rates. 


There also were provisions made 


"or overtime work and increasing the 
ate of pay for emergency labor. The 
vork of the conciliation board in set- 
li ig grievances also will be arranged 
o that decisions may be more speed- 
ly obtained
